I. Claims 10-12, 18-20, 27-28 and 30, drawn to headset and its arm, 
classified in class 379, subclass 430. 

II. Claim 29, drawn to headset and a pivotal ear hook, classified in class 381 , 
subclass 330. 

2. Inventions Group I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Group I 
does not required the pivotal ear hook as it is required in Group II. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as any electronic devices that can be mounted on the user's 
ear, such as an ear mounted radio. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I, claims 1-12, 18-20, 27-28 and 30, has the following species: 
Specie 1, claims 2-6, 19-20, a headset and its arm operation; 
Specie 2, claims 7-9, a headset and its antenna;
